MORTALITY LOSsES, ETC. Drought losses in the years 1944-45 and 
4915-46 had reduced stock numbers considerably but sheep and cattle 
both recorded suostantial increases during the past two Seasons, 
Specially pleasing features are the increased numbers oi Lamos marked 
and the number of ewes, The cattle total of 415,287 exceeds the previous 
record of 425,844 in 1923 and the number of dairying cows (in milk, dry 
and springing heifers) - 196,739 - exceeds the previous record of 
487,506 for March 1944. The reported losses fron drought and all other 
Betecs were:- Sheep 444,971 (379,992). Cattle 14,807 (14,829) Horses 
3,755 (4,450) and Pigs 5,033 (6,590).
